Television and 
Radio

: HOLLYWOOD (AP) - 
With 


three years of state elections 
and this year's presidential pri- 
maries behind as warm-up ses- 
sions, the three major television 
networks 
have plunged into 


.their quadrennial ordeal: The 
presidential conventions, cam- 
paigns and election. 
- Close to 2,000 television re- 
porters and technicians, tons of 


,n 


dreds of cameras and videotape 
machines were ready for the 
opening session in Miami Beach 
this morning. All three networks 
have been plugging their cover- 
age plans lavishly for weeks be- 
tween programs and trying to 
build interest with special pro- 
grams. 


Since the days when there 


were few viewers and fewer 
sets, television has been honing 
its skills. Few will forget the 
technical expertise with which, 
four years ago, the networks 
showed viewers in live and live- 
ly detail the trip of President 
Johnson from the White House 
to the Atlantic City convention 
hall. 


Convention-covering, in spite 


of all the milling around and or- 
atory which occurs more or less 
on schedule in a predetermined 
location, is particularly difficult 
for television. Political conven- 
tions remain essentially a re- 
porter's rather than a camera's 
story since most of the head- 
lines are made behind closed 
doors. 


In addition, television has the 


problem of filling the long hours 
of routine business and speech- 
making during the first two 
days of the session. The vitally 
interesting part, the nomina- 
tions and balloting for president 


are scheduled for Wednesday. 


While both CBS aftd NBC plan 


their usual gavel*to*gavel live 
coverage, the television iftdus< 
try is focused ofi the decision of 
ABC to handle the story prlma* 
rily by means of a nightly, &0< 
minute wrap»up of the day's 
highlights. 


on Sunday, all three networks 


devoted their usual daytime in- 
terview programs to the Repub* 
lican story, CBS' "Face the Na- 
tion" had Gov. ftonald Reagan 
of California answering ques- 
tions. NBC, which had invited 
front-running candidate Richard 
M. Nixon to split a special hour* 
long session 
of "Meet the 


Press," gave the whole time 
spot to dov. Nelson A. Rockefel- 
ler of New York when the for- 
mer vice president declined. 
Later in the day there were spe- 
cial convention programs on 
both NBC and CBS. 


Networks are always loath to 


talk finances, but informed esti- 
mates peg the cost to the three 
networks for Republican con- 
vention coverage alone at be- 
tween $8 million and $10 mil- 
lion. That includes the massive 
Miami concentration 
of men 


and equipment as well as the 
cost of pre-empting regular pro- 
grams. 


The intense coverage invaria- 


bly results in complaints by 
viewers deprived of entertain- 
ment 
programs—particularly 


during the long and sometimes 
droning speeches and ceremo- 
nies. Thus, the ABC plan to 
compress the day's highlights 
and some analysis into an edit- 
ted summary will be watched 
closely. So, too, will the ratings 
of each evening roundup.

"We are determined to contin-

Dubcek said in a broadcast Sun- 
day night. "For the people ol

Dubcek asserted that Czecho- 


slovakia's "expectations were 
fulfilled" 
at

Bratislava 


meeting Saturday with the Rus- 
sians and the Communist lead- 
ers of East Germany, Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Poland. 


He pointed out that the joint 


declaration signed at the meet- 
ing contained a virtual hands off 
pledge that leaves Czechoslova- 
kia free to continue its new 
course. 


The document guaranteed the 


right of every party to develop 
along its own lines, "taking into 
account the national character- 
istic and conditions" of each 
country. It also bound all signa- 
tories to close cooperation in 
matters dealing with 
foreign 


policy. 


Dubcek said it was acknowl- 


edged in Bratislava that "mu- 
tual relations of Socialist coun- 
tries must be based on real in- 
ternationalism, which harmoni- 
ously combines the principles 
of equality, sovereignty, nation- 
al independence and territorial 
inviolability." 


He said this "fully complies 


with th5 regeneration process 
started in January" when Dub- 
cek and his associates ousted 
President Antonin 'Novdtny and 
others of the party old guard. 


Dubcek spoke of the possibili- 


ty of further democratization in 
Czechoslovakia and re-empha- 
sized that "we are determined 
to continue advancing the post- 
January road."

FBI Tells How 
to Prevent 
Plane Hijacking

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 


FBI today released a booklet 
outlining ways airline personnel 
can help it handle almost any 
crime, Including the one that 
currently is getting the most at- 
tention- hijacking. 
The booklet, however, offers 


no helpful hints on how to pre- 
vent hijacking. 


The omission tends to under- 


score a quandry facing not only 
government sleuths, but the air- 
line industry as well which con- 
cedes little is being done or can 
be done to prevent the crime, 


An FBI spokesman said the 


new booklet, entitled "Airlines 
and The FBI," was planned be« 
fore the current rash of hijack' 
ings, But he said it was a revi- 
sion of one that first came out 
during a spectacular series of 
similar incidents in 1961, 


to a forward, FBI Director J, 


Edgar Hoover said the booklet's 
purpose is to suggest "various 
measures which the airlines and 
their personnel can take to help 
Wis bureau perform its job,1' 


Hoover said the booklet will 


be 
widely distributed among 


airline employes,

You read in Saturday's edition 


an AP item from Little Rock to 
which the State Assessment Co- 
ordination Division cites eight 
counties for falling to toe the 
mark - holding their assess- 
ments at 18 per cent of market 
value. 


Actually, of course, "18 per 


cent" is merely a political term. 
The true level to Arkansas Is 
seldom more than 8 or 9 per 
cent of market value. Arkansas 
uses a "sampling" system that 
is supposed to police county 
assessing methods and keep them 
more or less uniform— and these 
eight counties which have been put 
on notice now face the loss of part 
of their turnback funds unless 
they improve their figures, 


It is noteworthy that Florida 


has adopted something once pro- 
posed but rejected to Arkansas 
4 assessing property at full mar- 
ket value with a corresponding 
drop In mlliage, Florida also has 
gone along with another new trend

For nearly t half century the name J. Edgar Hoover has 
been synonymous with law enforcement in the United 
States. The man who took over the directorship of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation In 1924 at the age of 29 trans- 
formed an unarmed, unrespeeted, unorganised department 
into a vital link in maintaining national law and order. His 
work has not been without controversy, ranging from peri- 
odic uproar over phone bugging to unjustified accusations 
from the Senate floor that he sent his G-men on dangerous 
missions while he played it safe in Washington, Few, how- 
ever, have questioned the dedication of the man over tjte 
years in building a streamlined, investigative machine to 
fight crime*

War against the Underworld in the Thirties 


THE WAR with the under- 
world also took its toll on 
the FBI. A s a d d e n e d 
Hoover Is shown attending 
the f u n e r a l of an agent 
slain in the line of duty in 
1934. 


The reputation of the 
FBI was established 
in the 1930s, when a 
wave of lawlessness 
swept the n a t i o n , 
spurred on by the illi- 
cit liquor traffic that 
accompanied Pro- 
hibition. Kidnaping, 
m u r d e r , bank rob- 
bery and many other 
c r i m e s of violence 
occurred daily. Gang- 
sters were equipped 
with b u l l e t p r o o f 
vests, submachine 
guns and h i g h-pow- 
ered cars. Yet Hoov- 
er's "G-Men" gained 
the r e.S;.p e c t. of the 
criminals themselves 
after termination of 
such cases as Bruno 
H a u p t m a n in the 
Lindbergh kidnap- 
ing, and shoot-outs 
with g u n m e n like 
Baby Face N e l s o n 
and John Dillinger, 
the latter shot in a 
Chicago alley as de- 
picted at right.
